INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

On March 5 and 8, 2004, telephonic interviews were held with Ann-Louise 
Kerner, Ph.D., participating on behalf of the Applicant and Examiner Maryam 
Monshipouri, Ph.D., participating from the United States Patent and Trademark Office. 

The Examiner was forwarded draft claims that included claims that correspond 
to claims 48-54 of the instant application. Examiner Monshipouri indicated that 35 
U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, rejections may be directed to claims reciting DNA 
sequences encoding homologs of an MLK4 gene product (claims 48 and 49), unless the 
DNA sequences encoding the MLK4 polypeptides have about 90% homology to SEQ ID 
NO:l, or about 90% homology to a nucleotide sequence that encodes a polypeptide 
comprising SEQ ID NO:2. 

The Examiner also indicated that the other claims (corresponding to claims 50-54 
of the instant application) appeared to be in condition for allowance. 

Accordingly, Applicants submitted an Amendment and Response on March 8, 
2004, taking into account the Examiner's comments during the Interview. 

The Examiner called Ann-Louise Kerner on March 8, 2004 to request 
authorization for an Examiner's Amendment to claim 53 to correct dependency by 
deleting "56" and replacing it with "52." Authorization for this Amendment was given 
at the telephone interview.
